WIFE ENDS LIFE 


R. P. Godwin, Wealthy Gro- 
cer, Reproves Mate for 
Extravaganee. 


— 


NOTE HINTS AT REASON. 


Mrs. Madeline Cecile Godwin, the young 
wife of Robert P. Godwin, a wealthy grocer 
of Englewood, committed euicide by taking 
laudanum while in a small park near their 
residence at 10056 Prospect avenue yeeter- 
day morning. She and her husband had quar- 
reled over their household accounts, and he 
had told her she was a baby with money.“ 

Mrs. Godwin was 28 years old, while her 
husband fs 55. There are four children, the 
youngest of whom is 2 years of age and the 
oldest 8. They apparently were a happy 
couple, but according to Mr. Godwin’se testi- 
mony before a coroner's jury he had had to 
exercise a supervision over her manage- 
ment of household finances because he was 
an expert at business, while she was not. 


Writes Advice to Husband. 

A letter Mrs. Godwin wrote to her husband 
before swallowing the poison was presented 
at the inquest. It read: | 

Dear Kind Daddie: You know the rea- 
son I did this. I need not go into expla- 
nations. Take good care of my babies. 
Try to keep them together. Amy Mrs. 
C. D. Jones, sister-in-law of Mrs. God 
win] can come here to the house and look 
after them. Do not find fault with Amy. 
Be good to her. 

You will find most of the children’s 
clothes at Windsor Park, at the laundry 
where I left them. The rest of the chil- 
dren’s clothing is in their closet in the 
nursery. 

I wish you would get a governess for the 
children. She will make it lighter on Amy 
and it will not cost more than $60 a month. 
Don't find fault with the governess, but 
help her out and be kind to her. She most 
likely will not be the baby I am with 
money. 

No matter what happens keep the chil- 
dren together. 

The Godwine occupy a costly residence 
fronting flower filled Morgan park. 


Her Credit Restricted, 

Mrs. Godwin returned last Friday after 
spending eight days in Windsor Park, where 
she had gone so that her four children—Ar- 
thur, 8 years old; Kenneth, 6; Robert, 4, and 
Marjorie, 2—could have a few days of bathing 
and wading before returning to school. 

After returning from the vacation Mrs. 
Godwin, it id said, dissovered that her hus- 
band had restricted her credit by giving 
orders to several Morgan Park dealers not 
to allow her credit without his sanction, 

Mr. Godwin, it was stated, had been grant- 
ing his wife $2560 a month for household ex- 
penses and had refused to expand the 
amount. There are two servants and Mrs. 
Godwim considered $250 less than sufficient 
for proper upkeep. 

Tells of Reproving Wife. 

“Monday evening when I came home from 
work, Mr. Godwin testified, ‘ I discovered a 
pile of bills. After looking them over I cen- 
sured my wife for incurring bills for things 
that we might well do without and for which 

I could not easily pay. She replied that she 
thought she bad beught things judiciously 
for the household. 

„Later I went Yor a cool ride in my car. 
and when I returned shesaid: I hada good 
dinner for you and you did not come for it.’ 
I replied I wap ai d did not care for any- 
thing to eat. She spent the rest of the even- 
ing writing letters. We went upstairsat the 
same time. 

“She and I occupied separate rooms and 
after I had undressed I heard her going down 
the stairs. Later I heard the screen door 
open almost noiselessly. I dressed and went 
down. I saw a note pinned on the screen 
which indicated she intended doing some- 
thing rash and dashed out the door.

Proposed Basic Law for State Called 
Radical Type Championed by 
the Late Tom L. Johnson. 


ABOLISH CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


Columbus, O., Sept. 3.—[Spectal.]—All con- 
stitutional amendments proposed by the re- 
cent state constitutional convention save that 
providing for women's suffrage were ap- 
proved by votere at a special election today, 
according to returns received from various 
parte of the state. Darty returns were mostly 
from cities, but they hardly will be offset 
by belated rural returns. 

The amendments adopted inchide initiative 
and referendum, home rule for cities, license 
system for saloons, taxation of incomes and 
inheritances, judicial reform, abolishment of 
Capita! punishment, good roads, bond issue. 
minimum wage, eight hour day on public 
work, a clause against strike injunctions, 
and thirty-five others. 


Liquor Interests Beat Women. 

Women agitatiig suffrage conducted a 
most aggressive and spectacular campaign. 
Their aggressiveness attracted the fire of 
the organization opposed to suffrage, but 
the principal cause of defeat is to be traced 
to the liquor interests. These have been 
well organized in Ohio for years, and found 
it eaey to have their license amendment put 


through. 
Since they had their vote well in hand, it 
also was easy for them to turn this great 


strength against suffrage. 
Barly returns indicated that all amend- 


feated by a similar margin. 
Bigelow Ideas Carry Day. 

Amendments voted on today embraced a 
variety of so-called radical amendments long 
agitated by Herbert S. Bigelow, Cincinnati 
minister, protégé of the late Mayor Tom L 
Johnson of Cleveland, and @ small group of 
friends, . 

They held a large majority of the conven- 
tion, and, while forced to agree to some 
compromises, succeeded in having adopted 
most of their platform, in the forefront 
of which is the initiative and referendum, 
the recall having been defeated by the dele- 
gates. 

The Rev. Mr. Bigelow and his friends are 
ardent supporters of the single tax theory, 
but the convention would not listen to this 
In fact, it put in a clause in the initiative and 
referendum providing it was not to be used 
to get either single tax or classification of 
property for taxation. 

The radicais, too, were unable to put into 
the initiative and referendum a provision for 
an extreme type of initiative whereby the 
legislature would be tgnored. This form of 
direct legislation will apply, however, to fur- 
ther constitutional amendments advanced 
under the initiative and referendum clause, 


Amendment Effective Oct. 1. 

The initiative and referendum amendment 
becomes effective ov Oct. 1. It provides for 
direct Initiative upon petition of 10 per cent 
of the voters on amendments to the constitu- 
tion and indirect initiative upon legislative 
questions. 

Should 8 per cent of the electors of half the 
counties in the state petition the secretary 
of state for a law he must refer the petition 
to the legislature. If it passes the bill it 
becomes a law, subject always to a referen- 
dum petition, as are other acts of the legis- 
lature. 

If the legislature fails to pass the petitioned 
bill or passes it in amended form 8 per cent 
of the voters in addition to the original 8 per 
cent in the petition may compe) submission 
to a vote of the people either on the original 
or amended bill, either of which will become 
a law if approved by a majority of those vot- 
ing om the proposition. 

Within ninety days after the passage of a 
law, a d per cent petition will compel a 
referendum vote of the people on it and it will 
be approved or rejected by a majority vote. 

A majority of those voting on the amend- 
ment proposed by an inittative petition of 10 
per cent is sufficient to make the amendment 
part of the constitution. 

Tax leviee appropriations for current 
maintenance of the state government and 
emergency laws are exempt from reférendum 
if passed by a tworthirés vote of assembly. 


ILIINOIS PETITION FAI. 

Suffragi ot Illinois apparently have 
lost the — with the Civic Federation for 
a place among the public policy questions 
on the little ballot at the coming election. 
They plan, however, to take an active part 
in the fail campaign and go before the legis- 
lature with a demand for equal suffrage. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch yester- 
day said that unless signatures came in by 
the thousands in the next two days the equal 
suffrage petitions would lack the requisite 
number of voters—06,000—to get a ballot 
place. On the other hand, the three civic 
federation questione—the full quota allowed 
on the little ballot—already have @ sufficient 
number of petitioners, according to Douglas 
Sutherland, secretary. 

Mr. Sutherland said a complete count of 
the petitions on hand hed not been made, 
but he was certain more than 100,000 names 
now are in with others arriving in every 
mail.

Party Split in 1902. 

Party lines have never been closely drawn 
since the bolt in 1902, when P. W. Clement of 
Rutland split the Republican party in twain 
by his advocacy of local option. He re- 
ceived 28,000, and with the 7,346 cast for the 
Democrats, succeeded in throwing the elec- 
tion of J. C. McCullough into the legisia- 
ture. Six years ago Clement again suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the indorsement of the 
Democrats and received nearly 27,000 votes, 
but the late Fletcher D. Proctor won at the 
polls with a Republican majority of 14,164. 


BOSTON HERALD’S STORY. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.— [Special. I— The 
Herald prints the following news story on 
the Vermont election: 

**Vermont’s state election, traditionally 
the greatest straw vote preceding a presiden- 
tial election, showed today that the wind is 
blowing Theodore Roosevelt's way. In this 
rock ribbed Republican state the Progressive 
party polled enough votes to prevent an elec- 
tion. The Progressives of the state were ju- 
bilant-tonight. They had been defeated as 
ther expected, but the size of their vote had 
more than fulfilled expectations. 

“The Progressives elected representatives 
in the following towns: Weston, Hartland,

Metzger’s Race Spectacular. 

Although the Democratic candidate, Har- 
land P. Howe of St. Johnsbury, polled a vote 
substantially larger than that cast in 1010 
for Charles D. Watson, the spectacular run 
Was made by the Rev. Frazer Metzger, the 
Progressive candidate. 

It looked at midnight as if his vote would 
come to close to 20,000. The large vote for 
the ministerial candidate who has had lit- 
tle political prominence is accounted for by 
the appeal Col. Roosevelt made to the vot- 
ets to show their belief in him by voting for 
Metzger. 

“The Metzger vote does not express the 
total Roosevelt sentiment in the state. Lead- 
ers of the new party said tonight that the 
result indicates that the state can be car- 


ried for the colonel in November. Throwing” 


the election into the legislature is all that 
the Progressives expected to accomplish. 
They look at it as a rousing victory for their

Attacks Demoerat for His Posi- 
tion on Tariff, Trusts, and 
Minimum Wage.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 8.—[Special.}—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt began today his invasion 
of the west. His trip through Indiana and 
southern Illinois to St. Louis was impor- 
tant, less because of the thousands who 
turned out to greet him and the fact that he 
turned his batteries on Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
son, than because of the opportunity he had 
to confer ‘with state leaders and ascertain 
at first hand the situation in the states he 
traversed. 

At indthnapolie he talked with Albert J. 
Beveridge, Progressive candidate for gov- 
ernor of Indiana. State Senator Frank H. 
Funk, Progressive candidate for governor of 
Illinois, accompanied him from Indianapolis 
to St. Louis. Upon his arrival here he was 
met by Judge Albert D. Nortoni, who will 
be nominated tomorrow as the Progressive 
candidate for governor of Missouri. 


Enthusiasm for Colonel. 

The colonel found in each of the states 
mentioned? a great deal of enthusiasm for his 
candidacy, good organizations in Indiana and 
Illinois, but an imperfect organization in Mis- 
sourl. He was advised that there is no real 
feeling for Wilson, but a general belief that 
this is a Democratic year. Taft is dismissed 
because of the expectation’that he will be a 
poor. third. 

It is Wilson, therefore, and not Taft, that 
the colonel realizes is his opponent in the 
states named. Partly because of this fact. 
but more because Gov. Wilson forced the 
fighting by, his speech in Buffalo last night, 
the colone] fired a broadside at him this aft- 
ernoon in St. Louls. He attacked Mr. Wiison 
upon the tariff and the trusts and quoted an 
interview with Jacob Schiff, the New York 
financier, in favor of Wilson, to show the 
“ respectable Wall street view.“ 

The colonel insisted that Mr. Wilson's 
speech was interesting because it affords 
the very justification for the attitude no- 
merely of Messrs. Archbold and Penrose but 
of respectable Wall street men like Mr. Jacob 
Schiff in supporting either the Democratic 
or the Republican party if they can only de- 
feat the Progressive party.“ 


Serves Notice on Oil Trust. 

Col. Roosevelt served notice on the Stand- 
ard Oi] that if he were elected again and that 
corporation behaves as it did when he or- 
dered its prosecution, he will give it the 
Abyssinian treatment” of which Mr. Arch- 
bold complained. 

The colonel defended the minimum wage 
plank of the Progressive platform which 
Mr. Wilson attacked, asserting that the New 
Jersey candidate evidently is ignorant of the 
conditions under which women work in the 


big cities and declaring that the plan pro- 


posed by the Progressives would not cause 
any reduction in wages because employers 
are now paying only what they have to pay. 
In short, the colonel was in fine fighting 
spirit. He has come to the west determined 
to make the most strenuous effort to get out 
the largest possible vote for the Progressive 
ticket, national and state.

Beveridge Has Great Many Friends. 

This is less true of Indiana than it is ‘of 
Illinois and Missouri. Mr. Beveridge is strong 
personally and has a great many friends. 
Mr. Funk has not the strength in Illinois 
that Mr. Beveridge has in Indiana. Judge 
Nortoni has many friends in Missouri, both 
among the Republican and Democratic 
forces, but it is not belleved he will pull away 
any considerable strength from either. Mr. 
Nortoni is a man of irreproachable character 
and standing, is liberal on the liquor ques- 
tion, which appeals to the voters of St. 
Louis, and is opposed by Republican and 
Democratic candidates who are recognized 
prohibitionists. 

The Republicans in the three states the 
colonel visited today are afflicted with in- 
ertia. They apparently are doing little, 
though they announce they will become ac- 
tive from now on. In Indiana, ex-Senator 
Hemenway and James Watson a running 
the machine and believe they will he alle 
to get out quite a large vote for Mr. Taft. 
They privately expect the Demosratl' elee- 
tors of the state to be elected. 


Hadley Has Lost Influence, 

In Missouri the state leaders are demand- 
ing that their gubernatorial candidate hb. 
not too ardent in his advocacy of proh'bltion 
Gov. Hadley could have cut a large figure ia 
the campaign if he had jojned the Progres- 
sive party some weeks ago. Now, by back-

At Mattoon Col. Roosevelt spoke a word for 
Senator Funk's candidacy, saying:

Funk governor, and I ask you who want 
decent government, every one who wants 
honesty, every one who wants genuine popu- 
lar rule, to stand with us.“

Vice Chairman Kinney Aggressively 
Defends Party's Illinois Record. 


The Republican state committee yesterday 
started an aggressive campaign, opened 
headquarters at Hotel La Salle, issued a dec- 
laration of war, and initiated plane which 
will bring the full strength of the state or- 
ganization to the front in the Illinois fight be- 
fore the week is ended. 

Vice Chairman Garrett DeF. Kinney of 
Peoria took command of the battle, which he 
expects will result in the re#@lection of Gov. 
Deneen and the Republican state ticket. He 
began by a succinct statement of what is to 
be the policy of the state organization. 

Plans will be announced today for an active 
speaking campaign, led by Gov. Deneen, 
which may be started this week. 


Statement by Kinney: 

Vice Chairman e statement indi- 
cates the offensive Is to be taken all along 
the line by the governor's managers, and 
that the fight is to Re carried into every 
precinct ofghe state. His statement follows: 

„The poliev of the campaign will be to pre- 
sent the platforms of the party and the rec- 
ord of its candidates to the people and make 
the truth known. A systematic effort has 
been made to mislead the public regarding 
the record of our party on so-called progres- 
sive matters. This will be exposed and the 
facts presented. Illinois is a distinctively. pro- 
gressive state. 

“In the way of the direct rule of the people 
we have a direct primary law for/the nonfi- 
nation of state officials; an advisory vote for 
United States senators, and a presidential 
preference primary vote on candidates for 
the presidency. We have the commission 
form of government, Which may be adopted 
by the cities of our state. Our election laws 
have been strengt and fraud at elec- 
tions made more difficult and dangerous. 

In the way of control of public utilities the 
power of the railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion has been greatly enlarged and express 
companies and interurban railroads brought 
within its jurisdiction, Freight/rates and 
passenger rates have been lowered and power 
conferred to regulate the operation and serv- 
ice of other utilities companies. 


Reform in Insurance Laws. 

„ The state insurance laws have been re- 
vised and modernised. Their scope has been 
greatly extended and the regulative powers 
of the state over insurance matters greatly 
enlarged. Minimum standard provisions now 
are required and no policy can now be issued 
in this state without the approval of the 
state insurance department. 

“The charitable! service of the state has 
been reorganized and its medical, nuregng. 
and attendent service brought to a high, 


‘scientific, and medern standard of efficiency. 


Its buildings have been rehabilitated and a 
large number of new ones erected. Its 
business has been organized and centralized, 
resulting in greater economy and efficiency. 
The state has taken from the counties their 
insane, amounting to 4,000 In all, and is 
now giving them complete state care in state 
hospitals. There are no better institutions 
to be found anywheee. 


,Cites Labor Legislation. 

Our labor legislation has been most pro- 
gressive. Laws relating to hazardous and 
dangerous machinery, to the use of safety 
appllances on railroads, to occupational dis- 
eases, to sanitation and ventilation of places 
of employment and the comfort of employés, 
law fixing a ten hour Workday for women, 
laws against child labor cnd its most rigid 
enforcement, making our state the foremost 
in this regard; the complete revision ofthe 
mining laws and the reorganization of the 
service for the protection of mine workers, 
the establishment of mine rescue stations at 
Springfield, Streator, and Benton, the shot 
firers’ law, the miners’ qualification act, the 
creation of the commission which has been 
studying the laws and their administration 
in all mining countries in the world to recom- 
mend for adoption those which can be ap- 
plied or adapted to conditions in Illinois. 

These and many other laws relating to 
employment have placed our state foremost 
among the states in the care of those of our 
citizens who are employed in our state's 
varied industries.

First Day’s Enrollment Slightly 
Higher than Last Year. 


SUPT. YOUNG COMMENTS. 


Sees Too Much Stress Laid on Mem- 
orizing in the Grades. 


; Two hundred and forty-three thousand 
children registered in the püblio schools of 
Chicago yesterday, according to the figures 
of the superintendent’s office. 

Nineteen, principals failed to report as in- 
structed by Supt. Ellg Flagg Young, so that 
it was necessary to estimate some of the 
returns on the basis of last year’s figures. 
This year’s enrollment is so far only slightly 
greater than last. 

Of the pupils who came yesterday 17,58 
were enrolled in the high schools and 225,500 
in the elementary schools. There are more 
girls than boys in the high schools by 1,200, 
but there are so many more boys in the ele- 
thentary schools the final balance Is in their 
favor. The Lake View High school had the 
largest first day enrollment, with 1,708 pupils. 
Wendell Phillips was second with 1,556. 
Half Sessions for Only 8,000. 


Mrs. Young said she believed not more than 
$.000 pupils would have to be content with 
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ves suffering from a nervous break - | 
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half day sessions. 

“There never will be enough seats to go 
around as long as Chicago isa growing city,” 
she explained. “If Chicago ever ceases to 
be alive and moving, then we may be able to 
provide a seat for every child ak day.“ 
Mrs. Young does not welcome the Increase 


in the size of high schools which she says 


is developing. 

“ High schools ought to be Mmited in ca- 
pacity to 1.200 or 1.400 pupils.“ she said. “ No 
principal can know all the pupils in his 
school if there are 2,000 of them. And there 
are other difficulties. Out at the new Hyde 
Park High school there are long distances 
between class rooms. That is at least un- 
fortunate.” 

Mrs. Young does not belleve the number of 
etudies can profitably be reduced in the 
schools, but she admitted there was waste- 
ful repetition of learning and teaching in 
making the transition from elementary 
school to high school. 


Too Much Memorizing, Says Mrs. Young 

Children ought to enter the high schoo! 
at 1% or 14," she said. “I think they might 
if there were less drilling and less emphasis 
on memorizing. The old idea of the school 
was that it existed to conserve learning. This 
has developed the conservative tendency of 
what I call the teaching mind. It is re- 
sponsible for the emphasis on memorizing. 
A good deal of drill ig directed toward mak- 
tne children unnecessarily letter perfect.“

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PLEADS FOR LIVES OF DOGS 
THAT FACE DEATH SENTENCE; 


Prof. Kunze, Who Cared fer Friendless 
Canines, Unable to Pay for Licenses, 
Asks Aid of Krause, 


Supt. Hugo Krause of the Anti-Cruelty 
society was appealed to yesterday to exert 
the influence of his organization to save the 
lives of more than a dozen homeless dogs, 
now under the protection of the humanitarian 
who took them off the streets, but doomed to 
die today unless a reprieve is obtained for 
them. 

Mr. Krauses callar was Prof. Carl Kunge, 
an aged musician, who lives at 247 North 
Artesian avenue. Kunze has little money, 
but possesses a wealth of affection for dumb 
creatures that is boundless. For two years 
he has been taking dogs off the streets and 
caring for them at his Artesian avenue place. 

For a long time Kunze and his four footed 
friends were left undisturbed and the affec- 
tion that sprang up between them and their 
protector is said to be touching. Recently, 
however, Kunze and some of his neighbors 
clashed. According to the story he tells he 
one day discovered a group of boys torturing

This act made Kpnze ynpopular and re- 
prisals followed, (Two or three days later he 
was haled to eourt on a charge of keeping 
unlicensed dogs on his premises. He told 
his story to Judge Gemmill, but the court 
could do nothing but order him to either 
secure license for the animals or kil] them, 
He gave him thirty days in which to dispose 
of his canine frienda.

GRAB THE PAPER MONEY. 


Two Men Rush from Store of 
Lace Importer and Jump on 
Passing Street Car.

Confidence men last night swindled Rich- 
ard Rabay, an importer of laces, 622 South 
Dearborn street, out of $3,300. All he received 
in exchange for the perfectly good money 
was a sack of black dirt, weighing about five 
pounds, and two bogus $10 gold pieces. 
Lieut. Darrow of the South Clark street po- 
lice station, to whom the case was reported, 
sad it was the highest price ever paid for 
Chicago real estate. 

Accompanied by his partner, Joe Bouchash 
—the firm being known as the Central Im- 
porting company—Rabay rushed into the po- 
lice station at 8 o'clock and threw himself in 
achair. He was so excited that for a minute 
or two he was unable to speak. Wringing 
his hands and his body swaying to and fro 
he was a picture of despair. When he partly 
recovered his composure he gasped: 

“ Robbers! Two men! The got my money! 
Thirty-three hundred dollars!“ 2 


Tells Story of Swindle. 

It wae ten minutes before Rabay, who is a 
Syrian, became calm enough to tell the story 
of the swindle. 

Two men, Armeniens, came to my place 
in the Transportation building last @atur- 
day, he said, and asked me if I would 
give them paper money for gold. I told 
them yes, but I must first see the gold They 
came back this evening and brought a bag 
with them. In the bag; they said, was $4,000 
in gold They showed me two coins, $10 
gold pieces, and I thought they were genuine. 
“Then they asked me to show them the 


paper money, which I drew from the bank 


this afternoon. I put the pile of bills on 
the counter and they grabbed it. Before i 
could think they had rushed out of the door 
and jumped on a street car that was passing. 
I could not move at first; I was paralysed. 
When I staggered to the door the car, which 
was northbound, wes at Harrison street. I 
ran after it, but did not catch it. 

“The men got my money. Thirty-three 
hundred dollars, for which I worked so hard.” 


Stirs Police to Action. 
The swindle stirred the police to activity, 
Leut. Darrow assigned siveral men to the 
case, and he also reported the matter to 
the detectivg bureau and Assistant Chief 
Schuettier’s office. A description of the 
swindleres was telephoned to all stations in 
the city. Within an hour the entire night 
force of policemen wae on the lookout. Rail- 
road depots were watched and search was 
made of saloons and lodging houses patron- 
ised by Armenians. 
Joe Bouchash, partner of the victim, who 
is known as the “ King of the Syrians,” or- 
ganized searching parties of his countrymen. 
Bouchash declared he would not stop until 
he has run down the wind lers. 
And when I find them,“ he said, they 
I'll kill them.“ 


Other Swindles Reported. 
Three other confidence games were re- 
ported to the police. 
John Russell, en route to his old home at 
Ecinburgh, Scotland., meta man at the post- 
office who said he also was bound for that 
elty. The stranger had several thousand 
dollars in alleged New ¥ork drafts. He bor- 
rowed 330 from Russell. giving him a $500 
draft for security. Russell discovered later 
that the draft was worthless. 
A man answering the same description 
victimized William Painter at the Dearborn 
station. Painter was on his way to visit 
his birthplace, Lancaster, England. The con- 
fidence man borrowed $100 from Painter on 
a bogus craft. 
Giovanni Tesso, 628 Forquer street, wae 
defrauded out of $60 by two Italians who 
worked the old handkerchief game on him.

Wood and Mill Supply Man 
Plead Not Guilty to Con- 
spiracy Charge. 


TWO OTHER INQUIRIES. 


Federal Grand Jury to Summon 
Manufacturers to Talk 


About Dynamite. 
¢ >. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.—[Special.J—William 
M. Wood, presidént of the American Woolen 
company—the woo] trust—was arraigned in 
the Suffolk county Superior court today. He 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of conspiracy 
td plant dynamite at Lawrence for the pur- 
pose of discrediting the strike leaders and 
was held in $5,000 bail for trial. 

With him was arraigned Frederick At- 
teaux, a close friend and a dealer in dyestuffs 
and other mill supplies. Atteaux was named 
in an indictment returned last week, but the 
Massachusetts contempt laws forbade his 
name being published before he was ar- 
rested. He surrendered today, illness having 
kept him home for the last few weeks. The 
offense of which he is accused is the same as 
that alleged against Wood. Atteaux also 
pleaded not guilty and gave $5,000 bond for 
appearance. But he reserved the right to 
change his plea. 

Plea of Guilt Withdrawn. 

Dennis J. Collins of Cambridge, who is 
accused of having taken the dynamite to 
Lawrence from Quincy, Mass., when asked 
to plead, said: 

„ am guilty, I guess—the way they put 
it up to me.” 

Collins’ plea startled the spectators. By 
suggestion of the prosecutor, however, a plea 
of not guilty was entered, and Collins, being 
nnable to furnish bail, was remanded to the 

“Tombs. His plea is explained by the reason 
that he is expected to be a star witness for 
the state. In fact, with the expectation that 
he might be induced to take such action, Dis- 
trict Attorney Petietier hed his ball reduced 
to $1,500. 

Two Other Investigations. 

Meanwhile two investigations of other 
phases of the dynamite planting are in prog- 
ress. Mr. Pelletier is prepering to present to 
the Suffolk county grand jury evidence 
egainst other mill men in which a reporter 
for a Boston paperisinvolved. This reporter 
was an intimete friend of Lawrence mill of- 
ficiale and of John J. Breen, a Lawrence un- 
Gertaker. who was convicted of planting 
dynamite and fined $500. 

As soon as the explosive had been discov- 
ered in tene ts of Lawrence strikers after 
Breen had described its location to the police, 
the Boston paper appeared upon the streets 
of Lawrence, fifty miles away, with a full 
account of the affair. It is the theory of the 
prosecutor that Breen told the reporter in 
advance and that perhaps the reporter had 
another motive in the matter than obtaining 
an exclusive piece of news. 


U. 8. Jury to Summon Mill Men. 

United States District Attorney French, 
acting on orders from Washington, has 
started an investigation of the shipment of 

dynamite on the trucks of a freight car that 
passed through Lawrence on the way to 
Philadelphia. The car contained woolen 
goods and fifteen sticks of the explosive were 
found under it. 

This happened several weeks after Breen 
had been arrested, so that the general opinion 
was that the sticks had been pianted under 
the car as the explosive was placed in Law- 
rence tenements. Prominent mill men will 
be summoned before the federal grand jury 
next week. ‘ 

‘Wood and Atteaux gave out statements de- 
claring their innocence would be established 
beyond a doubt at the proper time. 

According to the evidence in the hands of 
the Suffolk county prosecutor, Breen received 
$500 for his part in the affair. He went to 
the office of one prominent mill man, and 
while he was there this official talked with 
another mil man over the telephone about the 
arrangements. The money was dropped on 
the street and then picked up, itissaid. This 
was learned by the prosecutor from N W. 
Pitman, a mill builder, who committed sui- 

‘cide just before he was to appear before the 
grand jury.

“SHOOT TO KILL,” PRISON RIOT ORDER

Mads for widening the drainage canal from 


Willow Springs to Summit were discussed 
at a meeting of the engineering committee 
of the sanitary district board yesterday 
morning. Final action was postponed until 
a meeting of the trustees on Sept. 12. 

The purpose of the trustees is to give the 
entire length of the canal the width and 
depth originally intended. 

The part from Willow Springs, wheré the 
original plans were abandoned in order to 
rush the opening of the canah to Summit is | 
fhe only section that does not have the full 
width. 

Bids were received last week for this and 
other construction work along the canal, and 
among them were those of the Great Lakes 
Dredge and Dock company and of Thomas 
Byrne. 

, The bid of the former, according to cher 
I J. Bryan, is about $442,000, while that of 
Byrne is $540,000. The former proposes to 
dump the col taken from the canal into Lake 
Michigan in sixty feet of water, while Byrne 


proposes dumping it at Summit. On these 


* propositions the engineering committee de- 
da ted without final action. 
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started to take a can of milk across the yard 
to Cedar.

With 
two firemen in the lead the gang marched 
to the center of the yard and then to the cell- 
house. Then started the noise again which 
for five days has rivaled that of two boiler 
factories just outside the grounds. It con- 
tinued until the militiamen arrived. 

The officials fear that dynamite or nitro- 
glycerine has been smuggle( inside, or that 
some of the prisoners have flrearms - with 
ammunition. At all times today most of 
the officials appeared nervous and some ex- 
cited. Warden Nathan Simpson has been 
threatened with death, and it is said that an 
attempt was made to kill him in the bindery 
twine factory last Friday. One of the con- 
victs dropped a heavy bar of iron from a 
crane, which just missed his head. 

The warden had anticipated that the riotous 
convicts would set fire to everything that 
would burn within the walls. Two fire com- 
panies were rushed through the big iron 
gates and the firemen made friends with the 
convicts. 


Militia Reports at Jackson. 

Adjt. Gen. Roy Vandercook arrived from 
the state capital within an hour and a half 
after the appeal for guardsmen. He com- 
municated with the governor and two com- 
panies each from Jackson and Kalamazoo 
and one from Ann Arbor reported forthwith. 
Maj. A. C. Pack was placed in charge. 

The Jackson companies and one of the 
Lansing companies were on duty during the 
afternoon and the other troops came later. 

The prison guard has been increased from 
sixty to. 180 and the five militia companies 
will add “220 more guards to the force. 


ishment of the rioters probably will be 
started. 

The state board of control decided early 
this morning to reéstablish corpora) punish- 
ment. The wording of their order is as fol- 
lows: 

„% Resolved, That hereafter, and until fur- 
ther order of this board, the warden is au- 
thorized to cause corporal punishment to be 
administered to inmates in extraordinary 
cases of insubordination, assaults, or other 
misbelraviors for which milder forme of pun- 
ishment to him shall seem inadequate. If It 
expressly provided, however, that in al cases 
of such puniskment, while adequate, the 
means employed shall not be needlessly bru- 
tal or calculated to injure the inmate.” 


Slap Barrel to Be Used. 

Instead of the colonial whipping post, ft 
is planned to use the elap barre! plan, which 
is said to have been successful several years 
ago at Marquette. 

This system is to Strip the convict, lay bim 
acroes the barre) with the face down, and 
cover him with a wet sheet. A water soaked 
strap is then applied to his back with a 
stinging effect much resembling a wasp bite. 

From an administrative point of view this 
is preferred to the whipping post, as the 
fiesh of the victim is turned a healthy pink, 
but is not otherwise diecolored. The con- 
vict can remember, it ie said, the spanking for 
a couple of days, but he cannot show ma- 
teria) evidence against the officials. 

Preparations were made during the after- 
noon to apply the slap barrel system to a 
dozen of the worst offenders. It is planned 
to have a sufficient guard inside so that any 
convict making any unnecessary noise can be 
located and taken from his cell to the barrel. 
A request to be permitted to see the whip- 
ping was denied bluntly. Nor could any in- 
formation be obtained regarding the par- 
ticular ones which will be strapped. 


Must Work to Get Food. 

Reports have been circulated tonight that 
other forms of punishment will be adminis- 
tered. This could not be verified, other-than 
the statement of Commissioner Extward 
Fernedorf, one of the members of the board 
of control, as folowe: 

No one will eat who won't work. Every 
one on the outside of the prison must work 
in order to eat, and that will be the rule in 
here. 

“TI would: not be connected with the board 
if the prisoners do not work. We are going 
to let the inmates know that the state of 
Michigan is running the prison. They are 
not.“ 

Gov. Osborn came over from Lansing late 
this afternoon for a conference with the 
board of control. We have the impression 
that he indorsed the severe program of the 


“We have tried the idealism and the new 
humanizing idea, he said. The prisoners 
have trespassed upon these new ideas. Now 
they are going to earn every smile they get. 

From the statement of the warden and the 
members of the board of control the improve- 
ments tried are only minor reforms upon the 
old prison idea. Of course, there are a large 

ber of ‘trusties,’ perhaps 150 out of a 
‘prison population of 770. These can be found 
around any penitentiary, 


No Liberty for Prisoners. 

No attempt has been made to operate the 
prison along the modern system used in Colo- 
redo. At Jackson no prisoners are allowed 
to go 50, 75, and 200 miles from the prison 
walls without a guard. That has been done 
in Colorado for the last four years. The 
prisoners there are used to construct roads. 


By coincidence the man who inaugurated 
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the system in Colorado was born at Niles, 
in this state, about thirty- -elgut years ago. 
His name is Thomas J. Tynan and he is 
warden of the prison at Canon City Con- 
viets in that gtate are sent out to make roads 
in gangs of 50 to bo each. Two trained super - 
visors direct their work during the eight 
hours of labor each day. The men are free 
to walk away wheneyer they Want to. At 
night a conyict acts as 4 guard, but more 
tu keep marauders out than the convicts 
inside the camp. 

As an incentive to work ten days is taken 
from the time of each prisoner for every 
thirty days spent in road work. This is in 
addition to the former statutory time allow- 
ance for goad behavior. These men in the 
camps are fed and clothed a trifle better than 
thore who are forced to remain within the 
prison. ; 
Recfeation for Prisoners. 

“These men work eight hours a day for 
six days in the week,’ explained Warden 
Tynman in a recent interview. After that 
they can pipy ball, fish for trout, chat, or 
do anything they wish. At nine they must 
return, be apcounted for, and go to bed, 

„Before 4 man is sent out to work he 
swears that he will not run away nor permit 
any other prisoner: In the lest four years 
we have had about 1,000 out at work and 
less than“ 1 per cent have tried to escape. 
Some who have escaped have written that 
they wanted to return and have done 80. 

Every mate is anxious to get out op 
the road. There they are trusted. They 
are placed upon their honor. They are made 
better morally, physically. and mentally. We 
have trusted some men, the first time they 
have been trusted in their lives. 


Spy Scheme All Wrong. 

“This ide@ of spies among convicts is all 
wrong. The idea of the policeman that 
everyone is wicked and needs watching is 
also wrong. 

A warden with those ideas sees ony the 
bad in the men, never the good. He thinks 
his mission in life is to catch some one doing 
something he should not. The policeman 
warden usually keeps the dungeon full and 
he is doing his best to wear out the cat of 
nine taile He is always using the mis- 
chievious d pernicious,spy system, the 
pigeon st scheme. 

What's the use of living if you are con- 
tinualy haunted by the idea that every 
man you meet is a thief and an enemy of 
society?” 

When this native of Michigan became 
warden at Canon City there were 500 idle 
men in prison and seventeen insane. In- 
sanity has decreased nearly 50 per cent since 
and not one case of insanity has been devel- 
oped in the camp gangs. 

No intoxicants nor drugs ef any kind 
are allowed on the road nor in the prison. 
In the camps six or eight men are assigned 
to each tent. One modern iqmary % @ est 
rugated iron bathhouse. 


Trouble Two Years Ago. 

Two years ago sixteen sticks of dynamite, 
two bottles of nitroglycerin, and Several 
mall firearms were found among the prigon- 
ers here. Former Warden Arinstrong quit 
suddenly. His successor did not stay long. 
The present warden has been on the job 
about two years. 

Less than a week ago one of the guards 
confessed that he had carried a small bottle 
of white powder to a convict named Noyes. 
He said he thought it was talcum. This 
guard, Bert Freever, was discharged for 
taking contraband articles within the pris- 
on. The warden says it was dope. 

Following these disclosures the deputy 
warden resigned. It is said he was anxious 
to have somebody prosecuted One of the 
assistants of the attorney general denied 
he ‘blocked any prosecution. 

Trouble has been brewing ir the Jackson 
prison sinee the early part of July, The 
state law provides that convicts for Arta 
labor may be paid as high as 15 cents a day. 
if they have completed a certain amount of 
werk ‘When the biennial report was issued 
late in June. it indicated that the prison ip 
in better financial condition than tt has been 
for some time. 

The convicts in the bindery twine factory 
warted 15 cents a day. They appointed a 
grievance Committee to make their request 
of the warden. He replied that the-rate had 
been established for the remainder of this 
calendar year, and that no change in the go- 
ea led overtime money would be made.

CIVIL SERVICE 


President Taft Addresses Con- 
vention ‘of Postoffice 
Clerks in Boston. 


—— 


FOR OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


Declares the Pay of Many Gov- 
ernment Employes for Serv- 
ice Is Inadequate. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.— President Taft to- 
night contrasted the conditions that con- 
fronted a president in the days of the spoils 
system with the system of appointment under 
the civil service. He attacked the Democrat- 
ic house of representatives for attempting to 
limit the tenure of government employés. 
He said so long as he has the power no goy- 
ernment clerk need fear discharge because 
of hisyage unless the United States provides 
a system of civil service pensions to keep 
him from want in his old age. 

The president spoke in Faneuil hall to sev- 
eral hundred postoffice employés now in con- 
vention. He said the job of president in 
these days is not a thing of joy when ap- 
pointments are considered, but the time of 
Lincoln, he added, “ must have been a per- 
fect hell.“ 

Wants Civil Service Extended. 

More than anything else he has encoun- 
tered in the White House, Mr. Taft said, the 
filling of vacancies that are not under the 
civil service has proved irksome and dis- 
tasteful to him. and three times he has urged 
congress in special messages to extend the 
blanket of civil service to all gevernment em- 
ployés. 

The president began by praising the faith- 
ful, skillful, and intelligent employsés of the 
government who have built up the machine 
of government in 125 years so that no matter 
what president or cabinet officer or bureau 
chief leaves Washington for vacation, the 
public business goes on and the government 
wheels still turn. 


Pay of Employes Too Small. 

“The charge has been made.“ he said, 
“that government employés are overpaid. 
That is not true. I know hundreds of men in 
Washington who are not compensated with- 
in five times or even ten times of what they 
would have received under modern condi- 
tions in other lines. I do not mean to say I 
favor an advance in salary of five or ten 
times What they get now, but the government 
should assure these men of permanence of 
tenure and that they will be taken care of in 
their old age. 

He explained that once he favored a sys- 
tem of straigit-out pensions for government 
employés. After observation of the working 
of this system abroad, however, he had come 
to the conclusion that it was not the best and 
that it made for smaller salaries and less 
rapid advancement for the worthy. 


For System of Pensions: 

“And now,” he continued, I belNeve in a 
syst@ém that might be called an ‘ enforced 
system of pensions,’ where the government 
pays part and the employés contribute as 

well. ‘8 

Mr. Taft gave his reasons for the veto of 
the legislative bill. He said not only did 
he oppose it because it was unfair and be- 
cause it was placed before him in an im- 
proper ‘dress, but becauee it would have 
accomplished nothing and would make the 
life of congresemen and presidents con- 
cerned In reappointments unbearable. 
After describing how most of the appoint- 
ments were made in the days before civil 
service the president concluded his address. 
days, he said. “I speak with emphasis 
with the government that so interferes with 
the administration of the office as the ap- 
plicationg and pressure that are brought to 
bear to ful those offices that are not now 
under the civil service.“

Accompanied by 26 Other Stu- 
dents for U. S. Schools.

1 iA party of twenty-eight Chinese students 


who are to matriculate in eight American 
universities this fall, arrived tn Chicago last 
night from Seattle, whence they had come 
direct from the orient. 

There were two women im the group, Miss 
Liu Fung Yan and Miss Lo Yan Tsit, gradu- 
ates of Canton college, Canton, China. The 
students, all. whom have passed examina- 
tions admitting them to accredited American 
colieges, are sent here by the young republic 
of China with money from the Boxer in- 
demnity fund which the United States re- 
turned to China. ; 


Both Women Suffragizts. 

Miss L@Yan Tsit will enter Mount Holyoke 
college. Ehe said she would finish her under- 
graduate work and later take up law. Miss 
Liu Fung Yan will enter the University of 
Michigan and later study medicine. Both 
young women are suffragists. 

Miss Lo said thereare thousands of Chinese 
women eager for a vote under the new repub- 
lic. 

Some of them are militant,’ she said in 
perfect English, while others are undemonm 
strative Uke myself. The Chinese republic, 
I believe, will be one of the first countries to 
recognize the equal rights of women to vote. 
During .the recent revolution which over- 
threw the emperor and the Chun regency the 
Chinese women formed a vital part of the in- 
surgency. The Chinese women are awaken- 
ing to a new and larger sphere. Every year 
thousands of girls are graduated from the 
missionary schools of China. Many enter 
the higher colleges and many enter thé um- 
versities of Europe, Japan, and America. 
All study the scientes and economics. 


Taught Domestic Science.

CROWDED TRAIN 


Conditions Bring a Protest 
: Against Management. of 
Grand Trunk Road. 


MEN AND WOMEN SUFFER. 


Chicagoans Tell of Agonizing 
Experience; Heated and 
Without Seats. 


The sight of six women and one man faint- 
ing, of women and children huddled together 
on the floor and eighty-three passengers 
Standing for hours because of crowded train 
conditions brought forth indignant protests 
yesterday against the Grand Trunk Railway 
system. b 

A score of Chicagoans blistered the man- 
agement of the railroad, and it was declared 
the protest would be carried to the interstate 
commerce commission for remedial action. 

The train which brought forth the protests 
was the through passenger from Canada 
which was due in Chicago at 9:25 o'clock 
Sunday night. It was two hours late, and 
from 50 to 100 persons are declared to have 
been standing in aisles or vestibules for four 
hours before it arrived. 


Women Sit for Hours in Vestibule. 

One of the women who fainted was Mrs. 
Irvin Ruseell of 173 East Walton place. Many 
other Chicago women were without seats in 
the cars and three of them, to avoid the heat 
and suffocation of the cars. sat for hours in 
a vestibule. They are Miss C. Schumacher 
of 129 Chicago avenue, Miss May Belding of 
6723 Rhodes avenue, and Miss E. Holzgrape 
of 6115 Champlain avenue. 

“tT have ridden on railroad trains for 
twenty-five years, but I never saw such con- 
ditions as I saw on that train,“ said J. G. 
Sherman, manager of the Davis Engineering 
company. From Marcellus, Mich., there 
was not a seat in Pullman or day coaches 
available, but they kept taking on passen- 
gers. I know of six women and one man 
fainting as a result of the suffocating atmos- 
phere and the crowding. One of the women 
was revived and taken into a Pullman coach, 
where two men gave up their seat to her. 
Others were lald on the floors of the day 
coaches while passengers hustled for the 
water coolers to get water to revive them. 

„was standing near the man who fainted. 
He dropped like an ox. We dragged some 
baggage out of a corner and pulled him into 
the cleared space on the floor. It was with 
difficulty he was revived. The train crew 
refused to allow the standing persons to go 
into the Pullman, where every seat was 
taken. The seatiess were herded together in 
the day coach aisies and spaces. 


Passing Conductor Interferes. 

„Several men, myself among them, raised 
the floor covering the car steps in order to 
get @ place to sit. The trap was promptly 
closed by a paseing conductor because, he 
said, it was against the rules. As soon as 
he disappeared, however, it was opened 
again. 

“One spectacle was three children and a 
woman eitting on the floor of the lavatory 
of the firet Pullman. It was the only place 
they could find. Dozens of women had to 
stand. ; 

I don't know what we can do, but twenty 
Chicagoans gave me their names and said 
they were willing to do anything to make the 
company suffer for allowing such a state of 
affairs. The least we can do is to bring the

LAWYER ACCUSED OF FRAUD 
BY THE AUSTRIAN CONSULATE. 


Revocation of Letters Testamentary 


Will Be asked in Court. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A petition 
will be presented to the surrogate’s court to- 
morrow by the Austrian consulate asking 
that the letters testamentary issued to At- 
torney Burton W. Gibson in the matter of 
the will of Rosa Menschik Szabo be revoked 
and that Dr. Frits Fischerauer, the Austrian 
vice consul, be appointed administrator of 
the estate. 

Rosa Menschik Szabo, an Austrian widow 
about 40 years old, was drowned in Green- 
wood lake in Orange county on July 26 last. 
She had gone out on the lake in a rowboat 
with Burton W. Gibson, who had drawn up 
her will bequeathing her property, estimated 
at $10,000, to her mother, who was eald to 
be a resident of Chicago. 

In his petition to the surrogate Mr. Gibgon 
is alleged to have stated that Mrs. Saabo's 
only heir was her mother, Petronella Men- 
schik. 

Official information from the Austrian gov- 
ernment states that the mother died in Vi- 
enna in February, 1910, and that Mrs. Szabo 
was survived by five brothers and three sis- 
ters, all of whom live in Austria.

Szabo, totaling $2,000, from two banks. A 
third deposit of $38,000 has been found and 
tied up for the time being by the Austrian 
consulate.

REAL PROGRESSIVISM. 

This country has grown rich because of 
the masterly people who inhabit it and the 
- great resources with which nature hab en- 
dowed it. We have been so all powerful 
that it never occurs to us to take stock. 

Year by. year we have skimmed the cream 
end thrown away the milk. We have 
assumed that this was good policy because— 
have we not prospered? Tired, overused 
land is worth more today than fresh land 
was worth forty years ago; therefore, must 
not our land policy be right? 

But of late the more thoughtful and 
far-seeing Americans have realized the fal- 
lacy of these easy theories and the accu- 
mulating evil of our wasteful practice. It 
is an interesting paradox that one of the 
consequences of our success ig to warn 08 
that we must no longer pursue success ig 
the old way. That is, our great wealth and 
enlarged facilities for wealth production 
have driven us into competition with the 
world, and competition is teaching us. So 
long as we remained provincial we learned 
little from outside. New we have become 
aware that other people are wise, are 
strong, are able, are energetic as well as we 
—and we are learning that some are wiser 
and stronger in some respects than we. . 

The chief of these lessons ig that the 
most formidable of our rivals exert especial 
pa ins to protect and conserve as their great- 
est national resource their people. 

They have reduced their typhoid death 
rates until they are legs than one-third the 
rates prevailing with us. 

They have cut their congumption rates to 
about half what they once were, as com- 
pared with a reduction that nowhere in this 
country exceeds 25 per cent. 

Germany inaugurated a great movement 
for the protection of the vital resources of 
its working people more than a quarter 
of a century ago. England has beep devel- 
oping a similer policy during the last ten 
years. Meanwhile we have rether relied 
upon fresh, strong, young eduntry men and 
women coming into the cities, and on the 
cream of the virility and strength of Durope 
—our stream of sturdy immigrante—te keep ‘ 
our death rates down and our standards off 
human efficiency up. 9 

An essential part—in fact, the essential 
part —of the policy of the Progressive party 
is the carrying out of measures, national, 
state, and municipal, for the protection of 
our greatest asset—the health and efficiency 
of the peoplé, ‘ 

Men of great wealth who heve profited by 
illegal combinations and unfair business 
methods sometimes salve their consciences 
by contributing money freely, magnificently, 
to great philanthropic enterprises. As these 
sums are oftentimes drawn from unwar- 
ranted and unfair profits, the burden of dis- 
ease and iliness, poverty and inefficiency 
falls indirectly, when ft does not fall directly, 
on the shoulders ot the people. 0 

This is a vieious circle. It should be re 
placed by a more logical process. The col- 

lective intelligence of the pation, of the 
great American community, should deal 
directly with the conservation of the people's 
health and strength. We need to get rid of 
a lot of dead lumber in our public discussions 
and get bold of some practical truths, as 
that—

A SHAMEFUL MONUMENT. 

Forty-five, years ago a small post was 
established in Wyoming to protect the Union 
Pacific railroad and the lines of travel south 
to Denver and north to Fort Laramie from 
attacks by the Arapahoe Indians. 

Many years have gone by since the Arapa- 
boe Indians ceased to trouble Wyoming. 
But Fort D. A. Russell kept growing. The 
less reason for its expansion, the more it 
expanded. 

After the Indian days there was a troub- 
lous period owing to feuds between cattle 
and sheep grazers. But though these out- 
breaks ceased, Fort D. A. Russell did not. 

Today it is one of the largest and most 
costly military posts in the country. 

And there is absolutely no exeuse for its 
maintenance except this, that congress has 
poured so much public money into the plant. 

Five milliong approximately have been 
spent on Fort D. A. Russell, although it is 
and has been known to be situated where 
there is no reason to situate troops, and 
where the cost of maintenance is at a maxi- 
mum. All the forage and supplies have to be 
transported there long distances to feed men 
who ought to be somewhere elée. 

Fort D. A. Russell is “ pork,” It is the 
“pork” of Senator Warren of Wyoming, a 
shameful monument to the waste and graft 
which goes on under cover of senatorial 
courtesy and congressional log rolling among 
our so-called representatives at Washington. 
Millions of the people's money are wasted 
yearly in this process, of which Fort D. A. 
Russell is an example. : 

At the last session the secretary of war, 
the chief of staff, Gen. Wood, and other 
officers tried to induce congress to abolish 
some of these wasteful army posts. But 
that was blocked. Itisanoldstory. Fora 
number of years patriotic and progressive 
men in the army have been trying to get our 
mobile army redistributed so that money 
could be saved and efficiency advanced.

FIRST AID TO THE DROWN ING. 
N drowning death is by suffocation. 
The heart beats for some time after 
breathing stops. Sometimes a person 
faints in the water—the heart stops 
beating. In these cases not much 
water gets into the lungs and, therefore, 
the chance that the patient can be brought 
back to life increases. ‘The person who 
goes under the surface after a struggle 
needs more air in his blood than one 
whose functions have been put in abey- 
ance by fainting. The effort to survive 
makes against the chance of survival, 

The first thing to do in drowning is to 
get the water out of the air passages. 

Lift the patient up with his head hang- 
ing down. 

Next place him on his side, preferably 
the left, with his mouth pointing down- 
ward. Keep it open with a knife handle. 

Clean the sand out with the finger. 
Pass the fingers back ag far as the wind- 
pipe and clean out whatever foreign mat- 
ter is found, 

Pull the tongue out as far as it will 
come without harmful tugging. Fasten 
it out with a handkerchief passed over 
the tongue, under the chin, and back of 
the neck. If no handkerchief is at hand 
run a pin through the tongue and catch 
this against the teeth. 

Cut the clothes off the trunk. 

Apply blankets to the legs. Apply heat 
to the feet. 

Press your hands against the patient's 
abdomen in an upward direction, Repeat 
this several times. Sometimes this pro- 
cedure, sharply done, will stimulate the 
diaphragm to contract and thus start the 
breathing. 

Tickle the nose with a feather or straw. 

Use smelling salts, ammonia, or nitrate 
of amy] by inhalation. (The idea ig to 
shock the reflexes into a respiratory effort.) 
Dilate the rectum, 

If the patient commences to breathe 
give him aromatic spirits of ammonia. 
Wrap him in blankets and keep hot ap- 
plications to his feet. If, after five 
minutes of these proceedings, he does not 
start breathing, artificial] respiration must 
be produced, If one of the new artificial 
breathing devices, of which there are sev- 
eral, is within reach it must be used. But 
the patient must not be left alone while 
the resuscitator is being secured. Arti- 
ficial respiration must be produced. 


~o 
The patient is placed on his back with 
a folded coat under his shoulders. The 
attendant kneels at the patient’s hea, 
grasps his arms and raises them as far as 
possible above his head, touching the hands 
and elbows to the ground. He holds them 
in this position while he slowly counts 
three. This movement raises the ribs 
and draws air into the lungs—inspiration. 
Now his arms. art carried down by the 
side of the patient and his elbows tightly 
pressed against his ribs so as to drive out 
the air—expiration. These two move- 
ments make one respiration. They should 
be repeated fifteen times each minute. 
Artificial respiration should be kept up 


for two hours. Occasionally a seemingly 
hopeless patient will begin to breathe. 

Drowning is a variety of asphyxiation. 
There is no other form in which the sub- 
ject can be so far gone and yet recover 
as in drowning. Many cases can be 
brought to if the rescuers will just keep 
on trying.

TONSIL CRYPTS. 
©. E. R. writes: Are the white, cheesy 
particles which form in the crypte of tonsils 
infectious? And should tonsils having these 
crypts be removed to prevent poisons going 
through the system?“ 


REPLY. 

These cheesy particles are composed of bacteria, 
decomposing epithelial cells and food remnants. 
They may contain pus germe and tubercle bacilli. 
They are partly responsible for enlarged glands in 
the neck and what used to be called serofula. If 
they can be removed easily by the patient or his 
physician and are so removed from time to time, 
the tonsils need not be cut out. If thede masses 
ferm and are not removed the tensile should be 
cut out,

CURVATURE OF THE SPINE, 

I. M. writes: “I have a daughter ef 15% 
years old, whose spine has become crooked 
in the last two years, the right side bulging 
out under the arm, and the reverse on the 
left side. I have been sending her to a gym- 
nasium, but without result, and it is becom 
ing worse. A year ago she weighed 104 
pounds and now but ninety-five pounds, and 
I fear she is becoming tubercular. Wherein 
Chicago coulal get a free, reliable diagnosis 
of her case, as our financial circumstances 
prohibit a specialist? 

Do yeu consider the wearing of appliances 
beneficial for crooked spines, or will it cramp 
other organs so as to do more harm than 
good? 

REPLY. 

Your eld has been tubercular for more than 
two years. The disease was breaking down some 
part of a bone in her espinal column before her 
back began to bend. She probably got it from 
tubercular milk which she drank about three years 
ago. She probably will have to go to bed for 
a while and then she can put on proper appliances, 
These appliances will straighten out some of the 
curve and in that way lessen the * cramping of 
the other organs. A erooked back cramps or- 
gans. Go t cany~erthopedic clinic. A goed one is 
that at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Honore and Congress streets, or Northwestern, 
Dearborn and Twenty fifth atreets. Fine out what 
days the clinic is running and then bring her in.

B. 8. writes: Please tell me the cause 
and remedy for periodic attacke of inflamma- 
tion of the bladder. Analysis of the urine 
during these attacks shows a highty acid con- 
dition. Ie there any particular diet that

REPLY. 

Inflammation ef the bladder is due to infection. 
The most frequent infecting germ is the colon. 
bacillus. The eure for that is vaceine. The best 
cure for highly acid urine is to drink plenty of wa- 
ter. Go to your physician and have 3 full inves- 
tigation made. To act on scrappy advice based 
on scraps of symptoms would only get you in 
trouble.

He formerly served in the royal navy, 
from which he retired with the rank of 
Heutenant on his marriage to Adelaide Ran- 
dolph, stepdaughter of the late Wiliam C. 
Whitney of New York and a large beneficiary 
under his will. She was the child of Mrs. 
Randolph, later on the second Mrs. Whit- 
ney, who succumbed to an injury to the 
spine, sustained in the hunting field.

Since leaving the navy Lionel Lambart has 
devoted higiself to polo, of which game he 
is counted a crack player, and he makes his 
home with Mre. Lambart at Marsh Court, 
his country place in Dorsetshire. 

His uncle, the Hon. Octavius Lambart, is 
married to the daughter of the late Hiram 
Howard of Buffalo, and lives with her at 
Ottawa. 

An aunt, Lady Sa rah Sladen, is an active 
member of the Salvation Army, one of her 
sons having actually enjoyed the distinction 
of serving on the staff of Gen. Booth, while 
a sister, Lady Maude Barrett, became a 
convert to the Catholic church, and entered 
upon her novitiate in the Belgian convent of 
one of the strictest orders.

He has no property in Ireland, but a pretty 
country place in Hertfordehire, known as 
Wheathampstead House. 

Taking no part in political Hfe, he differs 
jn this respect from the late earl, who, from 
the. fact that his peerages were Irish, was 
able to sit in the house of commons as a 
representative of Somerset and voted for 
Gladstone’s home rule bill in 1886,

Secretary of State Knox, who, supported 
by an admiral and a brigadier general, is 
to represent the United States at the obsequies 
of the late Mikado, will find himself in notable 
company. 

Prince Henry of Prussia has been delegated 
by the kaiser to attend the funeral; King 
George will be represented by Prince Arthur 
ot Connaught, attended by Field Marshal 
Lord Methuen, and an admiral; while Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has dispatched Arch- 
duke Charles Albert, the 25 year old son of 
Admiral Archduke Charles Stephen, to 
Tokio.

The dead prince was brought back from 
Formosa as a living man. The general orders, 
announcing his departure to the troops under 
his command in Formosa, bore his seal and 
signature, or what purported to be such.

On arriving at Yokohama the ship was re- 
ceived with the usual honors and arrayed 
in his Geld marshal’s uniform, he was seen 
seated in a saloon carriage on the railroad, 
his staff around him. 

Arriving at Toklo, tbe same gorgeously 
uniformed figure was conveyeds to a coupe, 
which was driven to the prince's palace, 
and it was only on the following day, that 
is to gay, within a few hours of his obsequies, 
that the public and official announcement of 
his decease wag made,

The strange ride through the streets of 
Tokio of this Japanese prince, who visited 
this coutnry in 1894, recalls to mind an ex- 
perience of the late Nubar Pasha, the cele- 
brated Egyptian statesman and premier, 
which I had from his own tips at Cairo. 

When Abbas I. died, strangled in his harem 
in his gloomy and somber desert palace of 
Benha, twenty miles from Cairo, Nubar was 
governor of the capital. 

The news of death was secretly brought 
to him at night. He hastened to Benha 
as fast as the fleetest horse could carry him, 
and, on arriving there, summoned the head 
eunuch, giving strict orders that not a soul 
should be permitted’ to stir from the palace. 

Ordering the state carriage to be brought 
to the private entrance, he, assisted by the 
head eunuch, placed the body of the dead 
ruler in a sitting position init, and, taking 
his own seat opposite as usual, drove the 
twenty miles to Cairo, surrounded by guards 
and the usual pomp in this ghastly com- 
panionship, being compelled to use the nt? 
most care to keep the corpse from being 
tumbled forward upon himself by the jolting 
of the carriage. 

Although t was daylight when he reached 
the capita! and the streets were crowded, 
he reached the citadel without exciting sus- 
Picions, and at once causing the guns of that 
stronghold to be trained on the city, he 
proclaimed Prince Seid khedive, thus crush- 
ing the conspiracy which had been organized 
for the purpose of bringing Prince Hamid to 
the throne.

After all, one must remember that the old 
court etiquette in Europe used to provide that, 
as until recently in Japan, royalty should be 
regarded as alive until laid in the tomb.

NEGROES. 

Pontiac, III., Aug. 31.—[{ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—As @ native Iilinoisan and member 
of the Illinois bar I protest against the rais- 
ing of the color line in the American Bar as- 
sociation, now ip annual session in Mul- 
waukee. I am not a member of that asso- 
ciation, nevertheless I venture a word of 
criticism upon the action of that body in re, 
opening an Issue settled by the sword half 
a century ago. 

True, the association is generally tesarded 
as a purely private affair, having no public 
features or functions, and its members as- 
sume to be free todo or say what they please 
about this or that race or nationality and to 
make this or that rule or regulation as to 
membership in their organization, basing 
their action upon any line or lines they may 
choose, so long as in so doing they do not 
trench upon the constitutional right of the 
citizen as they suppose. ‘ 

Where we find bigotry, prejudice, and cow- 
ardice abroad in high places, agin che Amer- 
ican Bar association, should we longer won- 
der at the persistence of passions in the 
ranks of the ignorant, the downtrodden, and 
the superstitious?

Alleged Thief Takes Refuge 
in Stranger’s House and 
Fights Detectives. 


FINALLY IS WOUNDED.

Woman Owner of Place Found 
Under Bed at End of Fierce 
Pistol Battle. 


— 


Thomas Shannon, an alleged box car thief, 
fought a pistol. battle with police of the 
Brighton Park station early yesterday. He 
had fortified himself in the house of a woman 
whom he did not know, but where the open 
front door held forth to him a chance to 
escape. 

When the fight, in which more than 100 
shots were fired, was over the woman who ac- 
cupied the house, Mrs. Martha Maxwell, was 
found panic-strieken under a bed. Shannen 
was in a clothes eloget, He had been wound - 
ed in the arm. 5 

Sergt. McNulty and two detectives went in 
search of Shannon after a Complaint had 
been received that the contents of a freight 
car on the Chicago Junction railroad were 


The detectives found the loaded wagon in 
front of a saloon at South Western avenue 
and West Fortieth street. It contained $500 
worth of stolen goods. They waited for the 
driver to appear. 


Begins Firing at Policmen. 

A short time later Shannon left a saloon on 
the corner. When he saw the police he began 
firing at them, at the same time running to 
Mrs. Maxwell's’house, which ig at 8960 South 
Western avenue. 

Shannon found the front door unlocked, 

Mrs, Maxwell vainly tried to bar him out 
by holding the door and leaning againet it, 
Shannon fired a shot through it and the 
woman fled. 

Shannon rushed in, locked the door, and 
went to an upper window, out of which he 
peered caytiously. He saw the detectives in 
front of the house. Sergt. McNulty was be- 
hind a tree, Detective James Watson wag 
behind a telephone pole, and Detective Mi- 
chael Roth was ensconced behind a fence. 

When Shannon's head appeared a volley of 
shats greeted him. He returned the fire. At 
short intervals the detectives, who were soon 
reinforced by two patrolmen, fired at Shan- 
non, and he in turn fired at them 


Policemen Charge the House. 

When ten minutes had elapsed without the 
fire of the pollen being returned the po- 
lice charged the house. Entrance was 
gained from the rear. 

As they were about to ascend the stairs 
Shannon fired his last two cartridges. Both 
flew over the detectives’ heads. He then 
sought refuge in the closet from which he 
was dragged, Later in the day an alleged 
accomplice of Shannon, who gave the ndme 
of Roger McDonald, was taken into custody, 
He admitted he was the owner of the wagon 
used by Shannon, but asserted that it had 
been stolen from him Monday night 

“TI slept on a prairie last night at West 
Forty-seventh street and Albany avenue 
with Shannon,” he said. 

The police recovered goods believed stolen 
valued at $4,000.

R. TULLY, the author of “The Bird of 
Paradise,” one is told, is an expert in 
things Hawaiian; he knows the archi- 
pelago from lava to lepers and A 
gorges and ravines are as familiar to 
him as those of Longacre Square are to Mr. 
Cohan. He has made ap anthology of its folk 
songs; were he so inclined he cpuld perform 
the barbarous and sanguinary rites of its 
idolatry with the efficacy of a native priest. 
Everything from surf riding to propitiating Pele 
with the famed ohelo berry is within Mr. 
Tully's range. What chance, then, is there for 
a critic whose information about the place is 
based largely upon a single observation of Miss 
Toots Paka in the hula-hula dance? 

For example, it was suggested that the ac- 
cent and demeanor of Miss Bessie Barriscale, 
as Luana, was, perhaps, a bit Westphalian for 
one in whose veins the blood of King Kame- 
hameha surged. At once Mr. Tully was there 
with the explanation.

ferred to as a “rainbow family.” The predi- 
lection of “ The Bird of Paradise” Kanakas to 
parade around the stage in double file, making 
pretty music upon drums, guitars, and bamboo 
flutes is suspected of being a trifle forced, and 
immediately one is informed that that is pre- 
cisely what they do on the wilds of the Puna 
coast. /So no attempt will be made to object to 
Mr. Tully’s characters and atmosphere. That 
they do not provide the illusion which is the en- 
tertalnment's best excuse for existence is, no 
doubt, the fault of an uninformed skepticism.

Well, Miss Barriscale’s Teutonic heroine, 
incased in all the stock company claptrap 
that that charming young woman has ac- 
cumulated in her experience, fascinates an 
austere American doctor, marries him, and 
ruins him with the drowsy environment ot 
the semi-tropics.

This crater, for instance, reeks with mechan- 
ism, and there is no illusion when the 
Hawalians perform their savage rites against 
a “front scene three feet away from the 
footlights.

Pathfinder for Fall Reliability

, TRIP TO COVER 1,025 MILES.

Trophy Will Be Offered for Best Ree- 
ord for Fuel Consumption.

Pathfinding for the annual fall reliability 
run of the Chicago Motor club for the Van 
Sicklen and C. M. C. trophies, scheduled for 
Oct. 7 and Oct. 11, will start tomorrow. Fol- 
lowing the custom of farming out the task 
of routing the tourists Charles Root, chair- 
man of the C. M. C. contest board, an- 
nounced yesterday that the Clarke-Carter 
company of Jackson, Mich., had been 
awarded the job. The concern will provide 
a Cutting car. 

J. H. Dods will work with Tom 8. Ellett in 
laying out the route, Mr. Nett also will 
make arrangements for garage and hote)ac- 
comodations at night comtrols. In addition 
to the Van Sicklen trophy for roadsters and 
the Motor Club trophy for touring cars, there 
probably will be a team trophy, any two cars 
of the same make to be paired in this com- 
petition, and an economy trophy to be given 
to the automobile making the best record for 
fuel consumption, 


Tours Start on Same Day. 
The tour which will start on the same date 
as the Glidden run from Detroit to New 


Orleans will be under grade 8 rules of the A. A. A., 
penalizations to be made for work on the road 
and on time late at controls. A brake and clutch 
test under the auspices of the technical committee 
at the conclusion of the run probably will be in- 
cluded in the regulations.

HOLDS NO PERMIT NECESSARY 
FOR SUBWAY UNDER PARKS. 


Corporation Counsel Sexton by His Rul- 
ing Gives Joy to Council Local Trans- 


portation Committee. 


One of the important preliminary ques- 
tions raised in subway planning was an- 
swered yesterday by the city law depart- 
ment. Corporation Counsel Sexton gave an 
opinion that the city can construct subways 
under parks and bouelvards without obtain- 
ing the consent of the park authorities. 

“That was one of the questions which wor- 
ried us in our work, ¢aid Ald. Fugene Block, 
chairman of the council committee on local 
transportation, “ although we had no indica- 
tion the park boards intended to oppose us if 
we started subway building across a boule- 
vard. We were afraid politics or local preju- . 
dice might delay consent if we had to have it 
in order to proceed.“ 

‘The opinion, drafted by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Beckwith, follows in part: 

„The use of the subway for urban trans- 
portation is a use for the facilitating of travel 
and an entirely legitimate use of either the 
surfaces of the streets or the portions of the 
streets’ beneath the surface so used for sub- 
way construction and maintenance. This use 
of the underground portion of the street, it 
must be borne in mind, would ordinarily in- 
terfere in no way with the use of the park- 
way or park, as the case may be, for ordinary 
park or special driveway uses.“ 


WORK AHEAD FOR U. S. JURORS.

BRITAIN DENIES 
PANAMA DEMAND 


Foreign Office Has Made No 
Request for Arbitration 
on Tolls.

POSITION REMAINS SAME. 


Likely to Propose Reference to 
Hague, but No Method Yet 
Decided On. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—A complete disavowal 


of the so-called official announcement that 
the British government will formally demand 
arbitration on the Panama canal tolls ques- 
tion. 

In regard to the publleatlon of the report 
the officials of the foreign office said it was 
wholly incorrect, for no announcement of 
any sort had been made nor even decided on 
by the British government. 


Same Position as Before.
